Boiee, Idaho, June 7. — Harry Or- 
chard crowned his admissions of 
grare crimes when, continuing his 
ease against Williain n. Haywood, ho 
made an explclitly detailed conft^ 
slon of the murder of Frank Steunen- 
bcrg by an Infernal machine, that 
directly opens the way for his own 
rouviclion and executlotk tor the mor- 
tal offense. He swore that the as- 
sassination of Sleunenberg was flrst 
suggested by Haywood, Pettlbone 
and himself; was financed by Hay 
wood and was executed by himself, 
after trc faiure of an attempt In 
which Jack tHmpUns' had partlci' 
pated. 

Orchard lifted the total of his own 
murdered victim* to eighteen, de- 
tailed the clroumstanoes under wblch 
he tried to murder former Qov. Pe*' 
body, Judge Ooddard, Judge Oab- 
bert, Qeo. Sherman Bell, D. U. Mo^ 
fatt and Frank Heme. Incidentally 
He oonfeseed to a plan to kidnap the 
child of one of his former asso elates, 
Then under cross-examination by 
the defense Orehard oonfeassd gnilt 
of the sordid ^crimes of deserting his 
young child and vrlfe la Ontario, flee 
lug to British CohimMa with Battle 
Simpson, the wife -of another man 
and oommltlag blaamy by marrying 
a third woman at Cripple Creek. 

His Voice dropped to a lower key 
aa the pitlfni story of the long bunt 
for flteansobsrg narrowed down to 
the last dajr and he toM of the race 
from the hotel to the home to beat 
his Victim with the death trap, 
the meeting in the evening In the 
gloom, as the viettm walked uneon- 
sciously to hia doom. Through It all 
he winoed but one* and that was 
wbed the defense made him name his 
sUf'alitors and ftls ode bMOier aad 
give thair rssidsncsa in Ontario and 
New York. 

"I went to (Seattle lo look at a 
ranch. Pettibone had told me to do 
this He thought it might be a 
good thing to ItaTO a ranch «hsre wo 
could bide whsnsrer It became ne«- 
essary. Prom Seattle I want to 
Spokane and then to Wardner to see 
Ja k Simpklas. I told him wliat my 
object was. 

Slmpktns finally decHded to return 
to OaMwstl with Orchard to help in 
the assassination of Gov. Bteunen 
ben;. From Wardner, Orehard and 
SlmpMns first w«at to Wallace. 
Idrho, 

Had Bomb in Readiness. 

Proceeding from Wallace to Spo- 
kane, Orchard said he and Simpkins 
bought ten pounds of powder there 
Ith w tiii U to make a new bomb, 
when ihuy reached Caldwell. Simp- 
kins ttought a pair of field glasses. 

Arriving a/t CaMwell for a second 
time, OrelMrd «i'l<l ho reglKtered 
hJmself as Hbgan nml f^impklns as 
Simmons. * 

"We tried to loeai.e i.iov. Sleunen- 
berg at once," said OrelMfd, but 
could not. We went out to his resi- 
dence several times an<! then finally 
saw hlni In tho Saratoga hotel on 
Sund«y evening. In the meantime, 
we bad fixed up the bomb, so Simp- 
kins and 1 tm>k the bomb out and 
set it under the sidewalk with a 
string stretched across the walk so 
when ho strui k it, it would upset the 
bottle of sulphuric arid. We went 
baeii to Uie hotel to wall, Imi hea!<l 
iioUiiii!; .\fter two or tliree lu)lu•^ 
we went out and goi tho boml). W e 
found somebody had broken the 
siring but had not iipsot (ho bottle. 
W.' hill the IxHiili ill so meweeds. 
The lioinb was made* In a wooden box 
Just big cnoiUEb to hold ton pounds 

of IHlwrier 

■ 111' 1 , MMie 1 saw the gover- 
nor, he was silling In the Saratoga 
hotel. 1 went up to my room and 
got the bonih and hiirriiHl out to the 
Steunenber;; imu and planted the 
bomb by the gate. I then started 
ba k to the hotel and wiieii :itiout 
two blocks away 1 iin't .-^ti iin.nlierc 
oiv hjs way home 1 ran .• !! .. 
1 could toward the hotel, but had not 
reached. It wfcsa. the sxpldslon oc- 
curred. 

"1 went to my raoni to do up some 
add and giant cai>e and things in a 
package. Ah I was doing so a giant 
cap In uy iKioket exploded and tore 
one side of my coat out. I was 
afraid everybody In the hotel had 
heard teh explosion. I waited a 
while, but there was nb indication 
that anyone had heard what had oc- 
curred In my room. 1 went down 
stairs and remained at the hotel un- 
til Monday, when I was arrest*d.&£ 



'A Spirit of Anarchif Is

In aci.ord«nce w.tb the cubtom 
P'olessor Osorge Fajne, princi- 
pal of the High school and Washing- 
ton school building for tour years, 
today submitted his annual report to 
Superintendent C. M. Lleb. Professor 
Payne saiJ: 

"In accordance with your request 
and our usual custom 1 have the 
h6aor to submit you herewith my 
fourth annual report upon the condi- 
tion of the Paducah High school, and 
the grades of Waiihlngton school, to- 
gether with recommendations and 
suggestions for improvements. 
The High S<'Iuh>I Building. 
"In niy siM'ond annual report I 
called attention to the need of .some 
repairs upon tli" High siliool inilld- 
ing. and something was done hul lln' 
work of IiioKt llll|mrtailie was left 
undone. Tlie (Inois .^liiiiiid h\ all 
means be deadened, the walls repair- 
I e.s|ie('ially in the study hall, and 
ollur Inexpensive improvements be 
made that would help the looks of 
the building imnieasurably. Our 
seating, especially in the study hall 
is Inadequate. We do not have as 
many seats as we have pupils. This 
defect causes endless confusion and 
loss of books. I made a special re- 
port last November upon our inade- 
quate seating facilities. The board 
took the matter' up after the holidays 
and ordered some seats which arrived 
about the middle of April, but the 
money Invested In them is worse than 
wasted, for they are > entirely unlit 
for the purpose for whieh they arc 
to be used, and can never be made 
suitable. It will be unfortunate if 
the board puts them into the study 
hall. I would suggest that they 
consult a school man who will tell 
them how to seat the hall with good 
seats for the amount they have in- 
vested in Iho i>oor ones. I wUh to 
ilsi lalin all conneition with and re- 
iponslbllity for tho ordering of 
iliese seats for 1 did not see them 
III' the sample gubmitlcd until they 
were placed in the bassment after 
shipment. 

Equipment. 
"It goes wlth6ut saying that we, 
as tsacksrs, can not be expected to do 
the highest grade of work without 
means with which to do it. Laat 
year ths ward principals, together 
with the High school principal Joined 
In a requisition for an increase In 
library facilities. For some reason 
the request was not granted. I can 
not too emphatically urge now, with 
no other motive In view, than the 
progress of the schools, that this re- 
quest be granted. Three years ago 
wo established a laboratory In the 
High school, and Inaugurated a foar- 
years course In selenee Wblle ' tbs

We bave no grounds for 
athlotlcb or for play of any kind 
The boys of the High school in tho 
)>ast four years have done •aah la 
an athletic way that has helped tits 
school and the school intei^t. This 
has been done in the face of much 
dtfllculty. From lethargy amoag 
patrons and pupils thoy have devel- 
oped good football, baseball, tennis 
and basketball teams. Interest la 
these games has kept the students 
off the streets and out of injurious 
forms of amusement and exercise. 
The training and dieting of the foot- 
ball season has developed a marvel- 
uii.- power of self-i iinu ol among our 
boys. The a'lili'lliK liai- been under 
the cimlml of itie fai-ulty and 
has liei'ii divorced from all 
professionalism. This cf ilself has 
been a victory worthy of all effort 
put forth. .Now all of this lias been 
accompll.'^hed without the aid of Ihe 
board, and tinder miiih ditliiully. 
What we ^vi^lll in uriii is tliat Ihe 
board iliiiiiedialel> imniile for iiiit- 
iliiiii- and indoor alliletles, and give 
Us moral and tlnunclal support to the 
boyii and girls lu their efforts to de- 
velop themselves Into atrong and 
useful men and women. 

Shorter Honrs. 
I am still of the opinion suggest- 
ed to you In a former report that 
the hours In the High school should 
be shortened. We now have ssvsn 
recitation perioda, and better work 
would result with only six, the re- 
quirement of our best schools. This 
would afford time outside of school 
hours to devote to puhllc speaking, 
reading., literary clubs, and athlet- 
ics. riie.,-1 ai 'ivitleg could then be 
required of all students and would 
resuU ill iiie.si imable good to them. 
Hi'siile.- th.'!-e Hiieiijl feaiiires ihat 
are e.-.,.eniial ilie shrolening of Iho 
lioiii> wiuild allord Ihe students an 
o|i|ioi't iiiiiix of taking their music 
out.'iide of school hours, and thus 
avoid a gnal aiinoyanre to tho fac- 
ulty and an interference with school 
work. 

School AMendaaoe. 
"The Bttondanee of individual sta- 
dents Is not as regular, at least In 
some cases, as it should be. Parents 
keep children out Of school to an-* 
gage In various tunetloas, sntertaln- 
nents, etc. They send notes of ex- 
planation and the principal can do 
nothing but accept the excuse. If 
parents are to ha -e ths benefit of 
public ediit-alion ^|j||M|j||^o|^drSB.

If the pa- 
tient has tuberculosis, although oth- 
er symptoms do not appear, the In- 
cision will be soon covered with a 
llttio knob, which will turn luto a 
pustnW analscoos, to that of vaccin- 
ation.

dxpari iiii'iit. I)f. Keliler, who Is prom 
Inenl in enfon iiig the pure food and 
drug law, is authority for the stale- 
meiii that the use of w<iod ai -ohol 
will be sloplied. The agrli-ultural de- 
partment is |ire|(iiii'd to go lo the 
limit In carrying out tills polli.v, for 
wood alcohol, used in nw dlclnal prep, 
iiralloiis, has canscd many p'Tsoiis in 
thii country to become blind. The 
dan.ger is Increasing, too. fo'- maiui- 
faeliirers. thinking to avoid the full 
effect of the reci iii law , have taken 
to substituting wooil alcohol for the 
ethyl alcohol. This is being ibnie so 
extensively as to become a ponltive 
monad' in the view of the agricul- 
tural depart metil . 

The use of wooil alcohol is not 
nsnally indicated with pLilinuss '>■ 
manufacturers. Tiiev . (niiuinnlv 
adopt an aldtreviatioii, of the le hi.i- 
name "methyl" alcohol, and upon 
labels frequently the only tliiiii; to 
point out the presence of wooil alco- 
hol Is something like ihi.s: ".Meih. " 
Then, too, it is a <()mmon custom to 
place this abbreviation al th'' end of 
the full title, so lli.it it is oiii.\ an ex- 
piMii'nced chemist whose suspicion Is 
aroused.

1 
do not expeet to set up idea! require 
ments, but rather to indicate what is 
the lowest requirement that any 
reputable high school can haire, so

dren. It li.is 'le. II ii:(ied for some' 
time by the ieailiHK educaturu that' 
manual training had & cultural value 
aa other subjects In the curlculum. 
Since the child, because of bs en-' 
virooment ia the city, is deprived of 
certain esaentiai motor activity, the 
practice in the manual arte aro n^^a- 
aary to Ma mental development. His 
aequaintanoa with objeeta is neces- 
sary, and this can onlrbe had by the 
handling of objects. This fact nece»- 
eltatea the Introduction of manual 
training in the Jower grades. Thia 
work was begun three yeara ago and 
haa been carried ont as tar aa tlie 
teachera 4iave been aMe with tke ma- 
terial furnlslied and their Informa- 
tion Hpoa the subject. Tbia work 
should be extended m the gradea and 
the teachera should be required to 
prepare thwnselves to do the worii. 
Not only should the work be carried 
out in the grades, but it should be 
introduced into the Hlgb school. I 
should be pleaaed to make further 
recommendatioBa and aay to what ex- 
tent the work in manual training 
could be successfully carried out at 
the present time, at a reasonable ex- 
pense, if there is a poealbility of it 
being introduced. 

Conunercial CXwrae. 

"There l« an increasing Jemand in 
the city for work along commercial 
linea. I believe there is suOclent de- 
mand to warrant offering work along 
that line. This course should be free 
from all suspicion of resemblance to 
the ordinary business college course. 
It should be broad and oompreben- 
><Ive, Including history, economy, 
civics and 'business law as the major 
subjects. I would suggest that the 
course require the same units of 
( redit for graduation as is required 
in the literary departments, and 
that book-keeping and short-hand be 
made a part of the course. Such a 
course woi»ld give those persons wish- 
ing to enter upon a bu»lneM career 
a clearer view of the business world 
and their relation to It. I consider 
this an essential roqniremeat in the 
High school now and the work may 
be offered with practically no addi- 
tional expense. 

Migllt School. 

"Two years ago I urged lhat the 
board of education establish a night 
school In connection with the pub- 
lic schools, to aiford a means of edu 
cuCon for worthy young men who 
are conipeLIed to work during the 
day. Aa \, have studied the situation 
very closely alnce I ' am more im- 
pressed with the need of thIa Im- 
portant feature. If the Meal la cor- 
rect that the schools are to serve the 
community, that I know of no bet- 
ter way of rendering service for the 
expense inrnnred. When I made the 
reconim- ndatlon I offered my ser- 
vices free of charge in order (hat tlii.s 
benevolent movement might be in- 
auguartod. While I shall not remain 
here I wish to urge the necessity of 
beginning a work of this kind. The 
work can be Instituted at small ex- 
i>(>nse niitV It will result in inestima- 
ble good. 

"I would respectfully suggest more 
attention be paid to music In the

.\ Final Word. 
"If you will allow me (o suggest 
I would say that the greatest need 
Is an educated school board lhat Is 
capable of uiiderstandliig the work 
Of the High school, at least, If Uiey 
can not understand llie underlying 
liriiuiples of edurallon. How tail 
people plan Ihe work of a High sciiooi 
or uiiderslund Its needs or know how 
to contribute to its advantages wlio 
have never seen a high school at work 
And worse still that contains niem- 
bers who boast of never liaving j;one 
above the fourth grade and l)elleve 
themselves in a position to dictate 
the (Kjiicy of the school without con- 
sulting superintendent or principal. 
It is ridiculously alisurd. I lielieve 
that the only remedy Is special legls- 
lallion wlii-reliy we (an liave a less 
number on tin' lioard and those elect- 
ed from the city at large. 

"My greatest disappointment has 
arisen from the fact that the people 
of 'he community have taken so little 
Interest in schools since my connec 
tion with (hem. We have used every 
means within possii)le limits to 
arouse a more lhorou(rb interest and 
co-operallon. Tlieie Is no hoipe for 
permanent advancemept without this. 
We have been greatly gratified in the 
past few months that (be .Muninl and 
the Woman's club have been aroused 
ana are putting forth every effort to 
prevent the lowering of the standard 
of the schools. They are working in 
a practical way, and although there 
may be retrogression now i feel sure 
that the ultimate result will be a bet- 
ter school system. • 

"I wish to tliank you for the cor- 
dial support that you have always ex- 
tended to me In carrying out the 
work that we have undtTtaken In the 
past four ye&r*. In the flrst three 
yeara of our work here the advance 
In the schools was very marked, and 
the retrogression of the past y««r has 
been against your most omphalic pro 
test. Within the limits set by the 
board .vou ha\'e given .-ne perfect 
freedom to work out the school 
problem, .holding me responsible for 
results, and ever extending encour- 
agement and assistance. It Is due 
to your unaUnted aupport that our 
Bucneasful discipline baa been |)os«il- 
ble. For this support I wish to thank 
you on my own behalf and on behalf 
'of the teachers under my charge. 

I wish to say further (and to ex- 
plain some things that t have said In 
these recommendations) that some 
of the board members are of ster- 
ling worth aa men and as school 
men. It is so j^tent to the people of 
the dty and to you, the ones who 
have tried to dtssipate your efforu 
in buildinc up the sehool that I need 
not mention names."
